REMARKS 



Claims 37-64 are pending. In an Office Action mailed May 22, 2007, applicants were 
required to elect between four groups of claims for examination on the merits. Applicants 
hereby elect, without traverse, group II, claims 19-28. Applicants expressly reserve the right to 
pursue the subject matter of the unelected claims in one or more divisional or continuing 
applications. 

By this Amendment, claims 1-18 and 29-36 are withdrawn from consideration, claims 
19-28 are canceled, and claims 37-64 are new. Support for the new claims can be found at least 
in the claims as originally filed, paragraphs 20, 21, and 38, and throughout the specification. No 
new matter has been added. 

To advance prosecution of the application, the claims are amended as shown in the listing 
submitted herewith. Applicants respectfully that the new claims relate to the same inventive 
concept as elected claims 19-28. In fact, many of the new claims correspond directly to one or 
more of the elected claims, though in some cases features not affecting the categorization 
presented in the Office Action have been added or removed. Several unelected claims have been 
rewritten as dependent on elected claims. For the convenience of the Office, the following chart 
is provided to indicate the correspondence of the new claims to originally-submitted claims. 
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Based on the above remarks, Applicants believe the claims are in condition for 
allowance.
